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GOVERNORS MESSAGE. 


Gontiaics of the Covacil, 
and Horse of deepresentatiecs : 


We have great reason to unite in expressions of gratitude to Ашыитанту 
Сор fcr the preservation of civil and religious liberty, end for the health 
and prosperity which we have enjoyed as a people during the two years since 
you were lest in session. 

Although the great civil war which then existed still continues, with its 
original bitterners, and the leaders of this causeless and wicked rebellion — 
have been able to marshal great armies, and to gain temporary successes in 
battle, and to inaugurate and continue a guerrilla warfare on the unarmed. 
inhabitants of large districts from which their armies had been driven by the 
Union forces, yeb no battles with the rebels have been fought om your soil 
and no inroads of grave importance have been made by armed bands for pur- 
poses of bloodshed and plunder, and no towns have been sacked or their 
inhabitants massacred; the pursuits of our people have rarely been interrup- 
ted, and life, liberty and property have been comparatively secure. The 
slight interruptions and disturbances which haye occurred haye been promptly 
settled by the civil or military authorities. The supremacy of the law hes 
been maintained, eriminals have been tried, convicted and punished, and jus- 
tice has been regularly administered in every organized county. The hostiie 
‘Indians on our frontier have been restrained, and severely punished for their 
savage barbaritics: Your remote settlements, have been maintained and 
defended. Your population has been rapidly increasing, your harvests have 
‘been abundant; trade has been prosperous, your markets have been good ; 
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honest industry has received a fair roward, and almost uninterrupted pese 
an] plenty Lave reigned thr uch ut your Territory. 

We also have creat eause for gratitude to the Ruler of Nations for the 
anceess that bas atten e the Naticnal arms. When you were last in session 
the rebels elaimed aZ ef rhe Slave States and all of the Territorics South of

J won! тезро Шу suggest, 
iso, that y ashculd ear ally inquire whethcr there aro not ether interests 
dear to the patri soldier's heart of more essc qucree ts Lim than food and 
raiment which demand your grave consideration. These brave men are cit 
sens of the Republic, and of the Territory of Nebraska; they have heen 
accustomed to participate in managing the affairs of thcir respective town» 
ships, counties, and Territory,—they have been accustomed to aid by they 
voice, vote, and infuence in the selection of their rulers and, indirectly, in 


making the lawa under which they live. The patriotic services in which 
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they are engaged does not diminish the interest they feel in the welfare-of 
the people at home, the character of the laws under which their tamilies ase 


to be protected and. their property held, or the character of the officers By 


thom these laws are to be enforeed. It cannot be pretended that they do 
not feel as deep an interest in the preservation of our free institutions, for 
which they are sacrificing their ease and comfort and health, and exposing 
their lives, as those who remain at home. I cannot, therefore, perceive, any 
good reason fo? depriving them of their civil rights while they are laboring 
and.toiling aud fighting to crush this wicked and unprovoked rebellion- 
They should be permitted, as far as possible, to enjoy all the rights of eit 
gens; and especially that inestimable birth-right of American freemen,—tite 
right to vote. I respectfully suggest that I cannot pereeivo any plausible 
pretext for depriving these of this right who are fighting for the preserve 
tion of the Government. I will, therefore, most cheerfully approve any leg- 
isiation your wisdom may devise for the purpose of enabling our brave sok 
diers, when in the military service of the United States, whether in the field, 
enmp or hospital, to exercise this sacred privilege. 

T also, respectfully recommend that you make the necessary provision füs 
keeping a correct record of the names of all who enlist in the military ser- 
vice from this Territory, to be preserved among the publie Archives; and 
that the names of all who are wounded or fall in battle should be inseribed 
an a Кол of Honor, to be carefully preserved for the inspection of future 
generations. 

І also suggest that justice to this class of our fullow-citizens, £cems to me 
to require a monument should be erected at the Capital, on which to inserite 
the name, ard preserve the memory of all from this Territory who have fallen 
in their country’s service since this rebellion commenced, ór who may fall 
» during its continuance. Such a monument might contain, in connection 
with each name, the date and place of the goldier's death, and the names of 


the battles in which he may have participated. This, it appears to me, 


. would be but simple justice to the memory of our honored dead. And such 
a mark of respect from the Legislature of the Territory, would not be with 
out influence on the character of the living. The history of the world ime 
proven that every great people of ancient and modern times, have been gen 
erous in the bestowal of honors on the memory of its fallen heroes. 
HOMESTEAD. 5 
Among the many beneficient acts of legislation, passed by the C 
dî the United States since your last session, may be mentioned the “Home 
stead Bill.” Tou had repeatedly memorialized (gngress on this subject 
without avail. In fact, its success, though so just to the settler and so wiye 
as a measure of National policy, seemed hopeless, while the the reins ef 
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Government were held by such men as controled the Administration, preeed- 
ing the inauguration of our present Chief Magistrate. The hcnor of the 
prompt passare of this great measure is due to President Lincoln aud his

roads of the Northwest. With these magnificent works successfully prosecu- 
ted, connecting directly with the great cities of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
with the advantages of the Homestead, of a virgin and fertile soil, of ex- 
haustless salt springs, with a climate as salubrious as exists in the world,— 
none can hesitate to predict for Nebraska gigantic strides in the attainment 
of wealth and power. Indeed, there seems to be but one thing lacking to 
make this system complete, and give Nebraska all she could reasonably ask, 
—and that is, another branch of the Pacific Railway from some suitable 
point for an Eastern connection oa the Missouri and south of the Platte 
river. Such a branch would pass through a rich and fertile country, and 
would accommodate a very large district of our present and future popula- 
tion. Should you deem it advisable to memorialize Congress to make an 
amendment to the Pacific Raiiway bill to this effect, it will meet my hearty 
eo-operation and approval. 

The present session will be a very proper time for you to pass such laws as 
шау be necessary to provide for organizing and regulating Railroad compa- 
nies, and granting such rights as you may think proper in order to facilitate 
the building of rcads through the Territory. But whatever acts you pass 
upon this question, I would advise that they be of a general, and not a spe- 
cial character; that is, that all laws for the formation of such corporations, 
and for regulating and perpetuating the same, be general in their operations 
and bearing. I am opposed tospecial legislation—to the granting of special 
privileges when general laws can be as effectual, and I am sure that granting 
corporate privileges, such as arc here recommended, a general act canbe made 
just as acceptable and equitable as a special one. 

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

At your last session I called your attention to the importance of an early 
Geological survey of our Territory, and recommended that you press the 
subject on the attention of Congress for the purpose, if possible, of procuring 
an appropriation for this purpose. I still believe this subject worthy of your 
serious consideration. Since your last meeting, one or two good veins of 


stone coal have been discovered in the Territory; and I doubt not if a good 
scientific geologist could be employed for a few months that many other val- 
uable discoveries might be made. And why not? For in'the those countries 
where geological surveys have been made, both east, south and west of us, 
the outlay has been abundantly repaid by the finding of treasures which were 
entirely hid from the casual observer. P 
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. If you should again memorialize Congress on this subject without success, 
E.would most cheerfully unite with you in devising means to raise a Territo- 
rjal fund with which to prosecute this work. If such expenditures had not 
proved so profitable to some of our neighboring States, and that, too, in many 
places where the land appeared no more promising for such deposits than 
much of our Territory does, I would not feel so anxious about the subject. 

I would like, also, to see a thorough examination made of our saline lands, 
for who knows but those salt fountains underlie a large part of Southern Ne- 
braska, and that by the sinking of a few shafts an abundance of water may 
be found much nearer the Missouri and Platte Rivers than it has been hith- 
erto found. In my opinion, there is à rich treasure for the future State of 
Nebraska hid in those salt fountains, and the sooner we lay the foundation 
for. making them available, the better it will be for our people. 

FINANCES. 

I take great pleasure in alluding to the improved financial condition of the 
Territory. From the Reports of the Auditor, you will find that the publis 
debt ig now, including the interest due on the outstanding bonds and warrants 
up to the 1st of January, 1864, fifty-nine thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
three dollars, ($59,893-00,) and that the resources which are to apply on this 
amounts to forty-one thousand eight hundred and twenty-nine dollars and fif- 
ty-nine cents, ($£1,829-59,) leaving a balance unprovided for of eighteen 
thousand sixty-three dollars and forty-one cents, ($18,063-41.) According. 
to the statement made by the Territorial Auditor at your last session, the 
debt of the Territory, over and above all resources, was thirty-seven thousand 
two hundred and twenty-six dollars and twenty-three cents, ($37 ,226-23,) 
ahowing that the amount of the debt, over the resources, is now less by nine- 
teen thousand one hundred and sixty-two dollars and cighty-two cents, 
($19,162-82,) than it was two years ago. And another favorable feature of 
the case is that the Jargest part of tne outstanding debt has been bonded, and 
consequently thé interest hereafter to be paid on these bonds will be hnt 
seven per cent. per annum, instead of ten per cent. as heretofore paid. 

I would respectfully call your attention to the valuable recommendations 
of the Territorial Treasurer in his annual report, herewith submitted. From 


' that report you will discover that he has received from all sources from Jan- 
: пагу 1, 1862, to November 30, 1863, $25,820-74; and has expended during 


that time, $20, 455۰26; leaving а balan dau in hands of Treasurer of $5,375-48, 
which sum will be used in paying interest on the outstanding debt, and ind 


ing the debt of the Territory. 


By reference 'to the report made by the "Territorial Auditor at your let 
session, it will be seen that he very much underrated the amount of interest 
thea due on outstanding warrants, and, aleg that the interest due on the 
$4,000 bonds given out in 1856 was not noticed:in his statement. So, had 


these amounts been stated in full at that time, it would have shown a larger 
amount of debt unprovided for than was reported, and would, consequently, 
make our present financial condition, relatively speaking, much more fava» 
able than it even is. 
Two years ago the Territorial warrants met with a dull sale at from 33 to 
40 cents on the dollar. Now they are in brisk demand at from 80 to 90 
cents. And it is confidently believed that under the present economical 
management of your affairs, they will soon sell at par. This desirable resul 
may be hastened by prudent forecast on your part as-legislators. I need 
hardly commend the subject to your careful consideration. It is a subject af 
deep interest to every citizen. With the warrants of the Territory at par, if» 
necessary purchases and contracts can be made at the lowest figures; this will, 


of course, diminish the aggregate of expenditures, and thus lighten the bu» 
den of taxation. | К 


As І said to you in my last annual Message, since the salaries of all Ве 
Federal officers in the Territory are paid by the National Government, im 
cluding per diem, mileage and expenses of the Legislature, the Territorial 
tax ought to be very small. And there is no good reason for the cxistenod 
af a Territorial debt,—the Legislature at each session ought to provide Ше 
means for the payment of all necessary expenditures not covered by Federal 
appropriations. 

CONTRACTS AND APPROPRIATIONS. 


As one of the mears for the attainment of the end proposed, I would 
again urge upon you the propriety of passing at each session of the legist» 
ture an appropriation bill. You should, in my opinion, prohibit by law, 
with such penalties as may seem to you just and proper, the issuing of any 
binding contracts, on the part of the Auditor, or of the payment of money 
from the Treasury not specifically appropriated by law of the Teritorial 
Legislature or of Congress. So necessary is this considered for the publi 
welfare, that it is guarded by the Constitution of the United States and tle 
Constitution of every State, probably, in the Union. “No money shall be 
paid from the Treasury without an appropriation made by law" should be 
made an inflexible rule for the government of the Territorial officers, as well 
a3 those of the States and Nation. If this is not considered unimportant by 
those who frame Constitutions for Sovereign States, and for a great Nation, 
if in the administration of their affairs this is deemed necessary to secugp 
economy and fidelity in handling.the public treasure, can it be less importani 
to the welfare of a young and comparatively feeble Territory. If graw 
Senators and Representatives-in the Congress of the United States sit for 
days and weeks, conning over the propriety.of the expenditure of every dob 
lar proposed by the heads of Departments, before authorizing its payment hy 
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thas the Leu. 12y Lo deceive J. reefuiiced and deluded unt they will 
toil and â E y Oni суң fijo tu con ore the aristocracy that grinds and 
crushc3 them, and to dcs-roy the mil lost, frost and most bencfcent Govern 
ment on a The existing rel alien ecmaeneed and rar пу spread over 
the Stat-s of the Union that hava Lien destituzo of eommon celcols from the 
beginnings. Tay have made Pro ів for the cdueation of the wealthy by 
the establishment cf academti_s and eollezes, while the masses are left in igno- 
rance, In the Slave States where even an indiferent system of common 
schools existed, as Missouri aul Kentucky. tho те сні n has leng since 
been cru-hed. And dn the States where the Hirion of Knowledzo among 
the masses was stili more zeneral, the rci ор never obtained a footing. In 
ail these States there were as bitter secessi-nîsts as cauld be found in South 
Carolina or (Georgia. But when they preached their treason where school- 


houses and churches ornament every village and “cross road,” it was received 


with indignant seorn. It is, therefore, thir to conclude that if a good sys- 
tem of common schools had existed from the bezinning in the Southern 
States, this rebellion would never have existed. If it had ever been inaugu- 
tated by desperate politicians, it would have been quickly crushed by public 
«pinion where it originated. But as I suggested in my laet annual message, 
it will bea dificult task for you to devise and provide for the adequate sgp- 
port of a good aysiem of eommon schools in this Territory daring theeontin- 
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1 waa neo belived tot ineanity wes on ineuroble disease. But this delu- 
sion hes heen dispclicl. 1$ is поте cetticd that about ninety per cent. of the 
anecs of insanity which oe. -, 4f taken ia proper time, сап be permanently 
cured. In tho licht of this great truth, no humane, not to say Christian. 
community, ought to delay furnishing the means to restore these most nnfor- 
tunate persons to the enjoyment of reason. 

Itis believed that temporary arrangements could be made with the neigh- 
boring State of Iowa for the reception and treatment of the few patients of 
this class now in the Territory, on terms entirely satisfactory to our people. 
E might remark, alse, that the Insane Hospital in that State is reputed to be 
спе of the very best in the United States, and under the very best and most 
successful management. In any action you may deem it wise to take on this 
subject, I would suggest that in all cases in which the family and friends of 
the patient are able to do so, they should be required to defray the necessary 

expenses; and that when they are not able to do so, the expenses should be 
paid by the Territory, or by the county from which they may be sent. 


PENITENTIARY. 1 | 
Congress has thus far failed to make any appropriation for building a Peni- 


tentiary for our Territory. We preatly need an institution of this kind, 
dithough the number of criminals is probably not greater among us than in 
«Һет communities of the same population, yet the security of life and prop- 


erty, and the good order and well-being of society demand a suitable place 


for the puuishment of criminals, and I would, recommend that you again 
urgently memorialize Congress to make an appropriation for- this purpose.

REWARDS FOR THE ARREST OF CRIMINALS. 

During the past summer, a most foul and aitrecious murder was commit- 
ted within the limits cf this county. I found no law authorizing me to offer 
any reward ír the arrrehonsion of the niurdercr, and but few, if any per 
sons, Were win te srond their time and riczcy, withent a promise of re 
muneraten. Tearing that if the perpetrators of that exime were allowed fo 
eseape aml c» unt кое that ethers ncht L Mn to commit gimi» 
lar offeascs, I t ok tho sca, lity of pice a rcwnrd ef 8240 for the 
&ppreh. nsion and e weiren of the шып or muricrers. The perpetra 
tor ef cho crime was sub:ccucntly found, tried, convicted and executed fôr 
the offense. Thea thi. action, on my d may met with your approval 
If sa, it wit Lc neecscary for you to legalizo my act in tle promicos, and 
authorize tho i Stig c? Ter ritorial warronts to pay tho reward. i would 
also reel cd the po ze CF a law authoviaing the GOV сот, in such caseg 
аз may erica in the futurs, which, in Lis judgment, may demani it, to offer 
а reward ттс Are ol.

STATE GOVERNMENT. 

Dnring the lost 22.508 , Concress, 1113 were intradueed to authorize the 
Territcris of Nebraska, Colorada arl Nevada to organize State Goverm 
ments, pre: watery fo their admission into the Union on an equal footing 
with the orictnal Stercs. These bills would probably have become laws, had 
they been introduced at an carlier p in the session. As it was, some of 
them passed the Senate, and enly faic Ì in the Полго, it is said, for the want 
dÊ time to act upon them.  CoXralo anl Nevada have taken preparatory 
atens ivr an сапу admission. The question will doubtless be brought befon 
Congress atthe present session, Would it not, therefore, be well for you tb 
make som? expression of opinion on this subject ; and in considering it, may 
it not be wise to reflect how far your interest may be affected by the action 
af your neighboring Territories. If they should apply and be adnitted as 
States, the question would naturally arise in the minds of persons contemple 
ting emigration to any one of the Territories named, “why was not Nebraska 
admitted also? Нег settlements and Territorial organization are older than 
either of the others. Would they not necessarily draw conclusions disparags 
ing to the character of the population or the extent of your naturalresources? 
You would know that your: permanent population was Jarger than that of 
either of the others, that with you all the elements of civil society are more 
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Rrmly established, justice more regularly administered, and all your instit» 
tions more nearly self-sustaining. But this would not be so fully known 
abroad. And if they applied and were admitted, and you took no action in 
the premisca, would it not be regarded as a confession on your part, of info- 
rigrity? And would nob these facts inevitrbly retard your future growth. 

There are arguments іо be used by the people both for and against an езгу 
Sümisson. The principal reason advanced against the Territory taking upon 
herself the forms aud honors of an independent State, is that this step would 
require increased taxation to defray the expenses of a State sovernment.—- 
This 18, tor a short time at least, probably true. And this raises the ultimate 
question, whethcr the advantages to be derived from an admission as a State 
ere more thon suæcient to balance the disadvantage of the increased bus 
these. Ifndmitied as a State you would at once come into possession of the 
16th and 86th scetions of, school lands, The pessession of these lands 
would enable you to secure a very large school fund, the interest on which, 
it is believed, would, if properly managed, enable you to support a good sys 
tem of common schools; thus lightening the burthens of the people nearly 
er quite as much on the one hand than they would be increased on the other. 
You would also receive tho usual quantity of university lands, which would 
enable you to build up thet very desirable institution. You would probably 
receive the usual donation of Salt Spring lands to be located by an agent of 
the State. I? properly located, it is believed that there lands might be made 
the source of no inconsiderable revenue to the new Síate. You would alio 
be entitled to the 5 per cent. of the net proceeds of the sales of all” publte 
puds sold by the United States prior or subsequent to the admission of the 
Rinto. : 

You would alse be entitled to 500,000 acres of land to aid in works of 
internal Improvement, and might fairly expect grants of land to aid in the 
ecustruction of Railroads and in the improvement of your great river; and 
appropriations of money ог land to aid you in the erections of public build- 
ings and а noxi.entinry. With these suggestions I commend the whole sub- 
jest lo your carofel cnd deliberate consideration, believing that the direct 
representatives of the people will not be likely to arrive at an unsafe or 
unwise conclusion. Should you, however, conclude to favor an carly admis 
gion ss a State it will be proper Sor you to make expression of the same at an 
early day in tte Session, so that Congress could act on our case while she m 
legislating for the other Territories. 

APPORTIONMENT. 

Several years have now elapsed since any apportionment has been made 
for members of tle Territorial Legislature; and as our population has greatly 
Increased in that time, particularly in a few counties, it will, I think, bp 
proper for you to attend to that duty at your present session. Frequent 
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apportionments are more necessary in a new and growing eountry thau they 
are in the older settled portions of the vwuntry where there аге less changes 
in the population. The importance of doing equal and exact justice to ali in 
this partionlar, is so apparent to cach of you, that I deem it unnecessary for 
me do urge it gin yeu. 
CODIFICATION AND REVISION OP THE LAWS. 

There seems to ke a very gencral desire on the part of the citizens of the 
Terriicry fo aks a general revision and eedifieation ef cur laws, and to have

ТЕНЕТ, REAL MILITIA, 
Tfiel it my duty to again call your attention ta the want of an efficient 


Militia law. Under the Present law we find it very dificult to properly or- 
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ganize the militia, and much more difficult still to pérpetuate the organiza 
tion after it inzmade. It is certainly of the utmost importance to a new 
counfry— especially one bordering, as ours does, on the frontier—to be sup- 
plied with a good and efficient military organization. True, Nebraska has 
had no particular calls made for the services of her militia lately; nothing, 
however, but the liberality of the General Government in supplying our 
wants with Government troops has prevented it. These troops are liable ak 
any time to be called away from us, and in that event, we would again be 
thrown on our own resources for the protection of our frontier inhabitants, 
and our dwn families and firesides. 

The Congress of the United States has, so far, failed to make any appro- 
priation for the erection of an armory in our Territory; and unless you can 
get assistance from that quarter, I would advise that some room, either in tite 
capitol building or some other that would be suitable, be fitted up in an econ» 
omical manner to be used as a temporary armory, and that it be made the 
especial duty of some person to take charge of the same, and for whom a 
&mall eompensation should be provided. 

The Adjutant General's ofice was created at a time when there was But 
little labor to perform, and consequently no compensation was provided for: 
But since the commencement of the war, the labors of that office have been 
greatly increased. I therefore recommend that you provide such compensa- 
tion for that officer as you think just and right. This officer is made the 

enstcdian of all the records left of our troops in.the fold, and the importaueo 
of the office cannot be over-estimated. 


OUR DUTY TO SUPPORT THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT. 


Your deliberaticns, I apprehend, must be effected to 2 greater or less ex- 
tent by the condition or the country. The gigantic rebellion which has com 
vulsed the Nation from centre to circumference for more than two years, ab 
though waning, still exists in great strength. The Nation is taxing all its 
resourees in men and. means, and making steady, persistent and gigantle 
efforts to suppress it at as early a day as possible, and at the least possible 
cosb of blood and treasure. It is impossible, in the very nature of things, 
that you should be indifferent spectators. We area part of this great Nation 
thus struggling for its very existence. We also inherit the free institutions 
which the Nation is trying to perpetuate. Ifthe Union should be dissolved, 
if these institutions should be overturned, we would be involved in the gen- 
eral anarchy, misrule and chaos that would follow. We can never hope for 
permanent peace, and prosperity, and future greatness asa people except as 
a part of the United States. This seems to be the solemn conviction of the 
people in every part of this great country. 
^ I have an abiding faith in the perpetuity of our Goverment, and do mot 
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doubt onr complete triumph. But in the meantime it is owt imperative duty 
ќо render the Federal Government all the aid in cur powbt,—not only by 
furnishing our quota of mon to serve in the field, and by cheerfully paying 
the Fedral taxc lovied to defray the neccssary expenses ef the war, but alap 
hy giving the Government the whole wei ht of onr moral influence.

. And perbaps we onght not to close our eyes to the fact, while dwelling” on. 

this subject, that many of the bes: and wisest men in the country believe, 
that if the slaves should all be liberated, during the progress of the war, it 

will be a just retribution pn these who originated the rebellion ; for there is a 
yniversal conviction among all classes, that slavery. was, either directly ог 
indirectly, th» cause of the war, and that the guilty cause ought to be destroy- 

ed; and that without this, no lastin g, permanent peace can possibly be secur- 
ed. Tam free to confess thet anoh spontaneous convictions do not usually 

seize the minds of great masses of intelligent communities without controll 

ing reasons. I would nob ADVISE the continuance of the war for a single 
hour longer than may, in practice, be found to be, , necessary to secure an, hon- 

orable peaee—with a restored Union—and the stars and stripes floating i in 

triumph throughout the entire limits of the Republic, Nor would I pro- 

tract the wara single hour, nor sacrifice a single life, nor shed an additional 
drop of patriotic blood to preserve human slavery. If it stands in the way 
of victory, of peace, of a restored and perpetnal Union, let ib die tho death 
of the malefactor. Of the necessity of this and kindred measures the Presb 

dent and the Congress of the Nation are the legitimate judges. When they 

have once decided and shaped the policy of the Administration accordingly, 
it is not the province of the good citizen to attempi 10 clog the wheels of Gov- 
ernment by worse than useless opposition. We should be ready to approve 
any and every measure which does not palpably violate the Constitution, cal. 
culated to weaken our enemies and strengthen our friends. And if any of 


these Bigot, believed by Congress and the President to be necessary to 
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weh. tha rebellion, should, appear to us 40 be of doubtful constitutionality; 
we ahould not too eagerly assume that we are right, and ‘that the President 
sad Congress are wrong; remembering that we have not been constituted a.

When this opposition. to the measures of the Government is m: in the, 
interest of the rebels it is far from being innocent. Who aro these people of 
whoea constitutional rights we are exhorted to exercise such tender regard? 
Ате they patriots and philanthropists, who are wearing out their lives, spend- 
ing their fortunes, and pouring out their blood in defense of the Government, 
ta perpetuate the Union, to ameliorate the condition of oppressed humanity, 
to lighten the burthens of the toiling millions? Or are they men who have 
couupired to seyer the Union, whose hands are dripping with the blood of the 
Mation's defenders, who are forging chains to bind Tabor to the chariot-wheels 
of .wealth and power, who have levied war on the stars and stripes,—the em- 
Nem of our power and glory,—and are fighting and toiling to destroy the 
beat Government that ever blessed the world. They are men who have for- 
feited all right to the protection of the Constitution and laws, and have yok 
untarily elected to be treated only as public enemies, It is manifest that the 
anly means of sccuring a permanent peaos with such a people, is a vigorous 
prosecution of the war, until they shall lay down their arms and acknowledge 
the supremacy of the laws. In this labor let each lend a helping hand, and 
whether in the army, cr in the walks of civil life, perform his whole duty to 
his country, and the time will nob be distant when the bow of peace will 
span the heavens, when a reviving spirit of unity and fraternity from N orth 


to South will cheer our hearts, and a restored Union crown our toils. J

AUDITOR'S REPORT E 


. OFFICE OF TERRITORIAL ÅUDITOR AND SCHOOL. 
COMMISSIONER, Omaha, №. T., Dec. 1863. 


To the Hon. Council and House of Representatives of the Territory of Ne 

praska; 

In presenting the anvual report of this office, it is a matter of mutual con- 
Eratulation that we find the financial interests of our Territory in a much 
more favorable condition than at any period during several years past. Not 
only has the indebtedness of the Territory been greatly reducéd, but the 
Territorial warrants heretofore issued and yet unpaid, are now very nearly at 
par, and are becoming scarce in the market. This fact shows a very satisfao- 
tory state of things, during the past year in the financial affairs of the Terri- 
tory, and that its material interests have greatly improved, And in order to 
wecure a still greater decrease of the Territorial debt, place proper safeguards 
around its finances and prevent an improper license to the Auditor in the 


issue of warrants, 1 would: -respectfully ен some suggestions for your con- 
sideration.

' The principle of allowing any officer the unlimited authority to draw 
warrants on tho treasury, as at present is permitted, under-the very loose laws 
authorizing expenditures to be made, is radically wrong and should be avoided 
‘by the adoption of a system of specific appropriations by legislative enactment. 
Although there are numerous acts of the Legislature authorizing expendi- 
tures of Territorial funds, yet finding the system as heretofore practiced, un- 
gettin, and no appropriation bill for the current’ expenses of the Territory, 
for the payment of contingent or extraordinary expenses, or- other spécifie 
objects in the administration of the government, except the salaries of officers, 
when I entered upon the duties of the offigh: two-yénrs past, I at once deter- 
mined not to assume not only the responsible: duties of the pffice proper, bat 
also of determining what and how much Territorial funds should be appro 
‘printed for current expenses, for contingent expenses, and sa an, when these 
are proper subjecta for the legislature to determine, by bills of specific appro 
prìatiop. То say the least such m system devolves. vpon the Auditor: am 
authority to legislate anappropriation hill in ce of each warrant drowprran 
authority, which should exclusively belong фо. the Legislature. . I pursued. the 
policy above stated until after the period , had. expires for the Legislature -t 
жасур last Minter-Nragt ren drawing Жан! Sor the агі of afters, 
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whioh had been very clearly provided for by positive legislative enactment—~ 
but the Legislature not having assembled, for reasons well known, and believ- 
ing І had done my whole duty, I, as well as others whose money was justly 
dne for services rendered, having received no pay whatever for the years then 
past, L commenced drawing warrants for such services and expenditures, but 
ably such as were clearly authorized by law. A full list of the warrants mo 
drawn aod the nature of the expenditures for which they wero drawn is hero- 
with presented, amounting in the aggregate to the sum of two thousand nine 
Gandred and sixiy-nino dollars and seventy-five cents, including in, this sum 
balances due on salaries of officers prior to the commencement of my term of 
aco, amounting to the sum of five hundred and forty-five dollars, Upon â 
reviow of what is already said on this subject, it can hardly be necessary fox 
me to earnestÌy commend to your consideration the importance and necessity 
of adopting proper specific appropriation bills to meet all the necessary expen- 
ditures of the government, and limit the Auditor to his proper, specific 
duties. would further recommend, that such appropriation bills contain all 
the necessary items of expenditures; aud L would also respectfully recom- 
mend that a special fund be placed to the credit of the Governor, Secretary 
and other proper officers to meet unforeseen and proper expenses—such, for 
instanee, as rewards for the arrest and conviction of criminals, postage and 
expreas charges on books sent by States, &c., for the territorial library, and 
for all such other extraordinary expenses, which can cnly be named as they 
arie. By such a system of appropriation the amount of funds necessary to 
be raised by taxation io pay the current expenses, and all extraordinary 
expenses, could be ascertained with some degree of certainty; and I would 
suggest that аз the territorial warrants are very nearly at par, it would better 
secure the reduction of the territorial debt to require all territorial taxes to be 
paid in money, and that the excess of taxes above the amount of the appro- 
priations for the year be used in payment of interest and warrants by the 
Treasurer, not in the order issued as now required by law but as they may be 
preaented. 

I would also call attention to the fact that much of the revenue levied by 
the Boerd of Equalization for the year 1859 has not yet been collected, for 
the reason, in Otoe county, that the county commissioners directed the county 
dieti of that county to place on the tax list а territorial tax of only one-half 
of one mill instead of three mills, as directed by the Board of Equalization, 
жай in other counties the commissioners failed to furnish the treasurer with 
the tax duplicate. These deficiencies should be paid, and I suggest whether 
№ would not be proper by legislative ев the levy of a iik 
ax in suid counties for this purpose. a 

Ia several of the voundics, shoot aad cites четто funds have be ” 
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fasted by officers, and either not, reported orembezzled; In ona of these eithr. 
fies, the loss thus sustained to the school fund amounts to one thousand ani 
six dollars, and in two other counties, in each to the sum of six hundred dof- ` 
lars. Unless some means be soon provided by law for the recovery of the 
funds thus withheld it may be entirely lost, and hence it is only necessary th 
mention the matter to see the necessity of some legislative action in the prem 
aes. I would therefore suggest that the Auditor he authorized by law tb 
employ counsel in all such cases, where it may be necessary, at the еж 
pense of the Territory, in order to commence proceeding against such de 
linquent officers and their sureties for the recovery of such unpaid funds 
As there never has been any full settlement made between the Territory 
aud the respective counties in relation to the territorial funds, I deem it im- 
portant that some provisions should be adopted to prevent further delay, com 
rect the evil and prevent any such neglect in the future. One difficulty 
which seems to cause such delays, Is found in the fact that it is too burden 
some aud expensive for county freasnrers to come to the Capitol of the Ter- 
ritory to meet the Auditor, and bring with them all the necessary books and 
accbunts; and there is no authority of law for the Auditor to visit the res 
pective counties in order to make such settlements. І would therefore rea 
ommend, as the most economical system of making such settlements, that the 
Auditor be authorized by law to visit the respective counties and to require 
the'county treasurer and clerk of each county to meet him at the county seat 
of their county, and there to produce all the books and accounts necessary to 
make such settlements so far as relates to territorial revenues. And as there 
must necessarily be some time and Jabor spent by such county treasurer and 
clerk in attending upon sach settlement and in investigating the accounts of 
former officers as well as their own accounts, it would be but proper and just 
that an appropriation be made to pay a fair compensation for their time and 
labor, as well as the actual traveling expenses of the Auditor, 

І also deem it proper to call the attention of the legislature to some defects 
fn the revenue laws, suggested in several of the reports received from county 
clerks. There seems to be an inconsistency between the act creating the office 
af precinct assessors, approved January 10th, 1861, and the act to provide 
for the assessment of real estate and personal property, approved January 
11th, 1861. Ву the former act the Assessors are required to return their 
lists to the county clerk on or before the 10th day of May, and by the latter 
act the clerk is required to send an abstract of such returns to the Territorial 
Auditor on the first Monday of the same month. It will therefore be seen 
that it is impossible for the county clerk to transmit the abstract report to 
the Territorial Auditor on the first Monday of May when the assessors are niot 
required to report to him until the 10th of the same month. This errorébesM 
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be sorrgched; and some werkain time should be fixed By: law. for the asgesgore 
ќа make their returns io the county clerks, 20 as; to give the olerks sufficient 
Aime to make the abstract report to the Territorial - Auditor.

At the seventh session of the Legislature, the Territorial Auditor was 
authorized, by law, to sell the fragments of cast-iron then lying around. the 
Capitol building. The same were. sold by my predecessor in ofice, to the 
amount of nine hundred and seventy-one dollars and seventy-eight cents, of 
which some one hundred and fifty dollars were paid at the time, and a credit 
given on the balance, This balance, with the interest thereon, was not col- 
lected until after the time had expired for making the apportionment in Sep- 
tember Jast. The aggregate collected, with interest thereon, amounts to the 
sum of nine hundred and forty dollars and ninety-two cents, and for which 
amount the Secretary of the Territory has made a demand on me, claiming 
that the same are the funds of the General Government for the completion 
df the Capitol building; but I declined paying the same to him, and have 
paid the same into the Territorial Treasury, to be apportioned to the several 
school districts at the time of the next'xpportionment, unless you shall deter- 
mine to make some other dispcsition of said fund. 
Several claims for supplies furnished to the expedition, against the Paw- 
пеев, in the year 1859, have been paid by the Territory. If the Auditor 
жеге authorized by law to seek the recoyery of the said several amounts from 
the Government of the United States, and employ counsel în the prosecution 
of paid claims, if necessary, i deem it very probable that the same might: he 
recovered. І submit the matter to your consideration. ; 
The books, vouchers, and other yalan fe papers pertaining to the "office of

It is proper, however, to remark, that many reports re- 
ceived from the cornties were not fall, and I presume in some particulars, 
incorrect, and therefore, the general exhibit above referred to cannot be con- 
sidered as a truly correct exhibition, in all particulars, of the Territorial 
financial affairs, but it approximates very nearly to correctness, and, as already 
remarked, is made from the best and most reliable material which could be 
obtained for that purpose,

Under existing laws, the surety given by the Territorial Auditor is quits 
insufficient, un!css farther rez.zietions will be placed on his acts. As the 
сасе now stands, he ean issue Territorial Warreuts with peifect impunity, 


either one thousand or one hundred thousand dollars, for which account the 
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Territory would be held equally responsible whether issued for legislative 
purposes or not. As a remedy, I suggest that of specific appropriations, 
which have heretofore boon presented to the Legislature, and should yor, as 
I trust ycu will, consider the subicet ef suiicient importance to engage your
